And 
irritated over the manner of its pro- 
nouncement. Thus far, no Japanese 
diplomat has acquainted the Ameri- 
can government officially with the 
new policy, and no note has been 
received. It. is rather a. new wrinkle 
in international diplomacy for any 
government to announce such a far- 
reachiing policy casually tp:the press.

• '^JdpjSr-ilitefally carries out her 
announced 'iiitention of establishing 
hegemony over China, officials here 
construe such action as a direct vio- 
lation .of the •nine-power, treaty.

City. We have reason to believe that 
many proprietors of business estab- 
lishments have been induced to in- 
stall these machines through the 
representations of 
salesmen 
and 


other promoters that their use is 
lawful. In fact we have received a 
number of inquiries from reputable 
merchants as to whether such de- 
vices are lawful or not. 


"While vending machines for the 


purpose of convenient sale of mer- 
chandise are not objectionable, yet 
it would appear that many of the 
so-called vending machines 
come 


under the classification of gambling 
devices, the maintenance of which 
is unlawful, 
"By vending machine we mean 
any machine that returns merchan- 
dise to the full value of the money 
inserted in the machine. Among 
these would be cigarette or chewing 
gum vending machines. A machine 
that returns merchandise but also 
gives the player an opportunity to 
win money, trade checks or a grand 
prize is a slot machine and is il- 
legal. 
"A machine is illegal if it presents 


a hazard as to the winning of money 
or some property through its oper- 
ation and is not purely a reward for 
the exhibition of skill. The mere fact 
that the player receives merchandise 
of inconsequential value from each, 
operation does not remove it from 
the class of gambling which 
are 


prohibited by law. These same prin- 
ciples apply to the so-called number 
rackets. 
T."e are making this public an- 


nouncement so that those who are 
operating such devices may know 
that their continued operation will 
subject them to prosecution, and we 
therefore are taking this opportun- 
ity to proclaiming our position in 
the matter. It shall hereafter be the 
policy of this office to take such ac- 
tion as shall be necessary to prevent 
the operation within the county of 
these unlawful devices."

UTOMOBILE production has come to represent one of the 


most reliable means of measuring business. 
An increase 


or a decline is taken as reflecting- conditions generally prevail- 
ing throughout the country. 


Especially important, from this standpoint, therefore, are 


the figures for March announced by the National Automobile 
chamber of commerce. 
Production, last month reached the 


highest point touched in any month since September, 1929. 
More men also were employed in the automobile industry dur- 
ing March than for any month during the same period. 


The total output of cars and trucks was 262,156 units. 


This was more than three times greater than that for the cor- 
responding month of 1933, or 208 per cent. 
It represented a 


49 per cent increase over the February production. 


With these figures as a basis, the chamber estimated the 


first quarter production at 539,128 units, or an increase of 84 
percent as compared with that of last year. 
It also said that 


"nearly every automobile company is reporting heavy lists of 
unfilled orders." 


The showing of the automobile industry for March was 


made despite serious labor (roubles, and is more significant by 
reason of this fact. 


The United States seems to be not only getting on its 


feet again, but on its wheels.

LENDING AGAIN 


In the negotiations for a new trade agreement with Cuba there is 


said to be under consideration a loan by the United States government 
to the Cuban government of ten million dollars, besides a credit in our 
new Export-Import bank of twenty-five to thirty million dollars to 
Cuban merchants for financing the purchase of out commodities. 


With all due regard to the administration's commendable inten- 


tion to revive our foreign trade, Americans impressed by the present 
state of our previous foreign loans and credits will hear of these pro- 
posals with some disquiet, suggests the Chicago Tribune. The paper 
continues: Recent events in Cuba have not disclosed Cuban conditions 
as very reliable as a basis of credit even though they are at the moment 
not in violent explosion. It may be possible that the ten million dol- 
lar government loan is fulfillment of an inducement to Cuba to bring 
her internal affairs to some sort of stability, but Americans will not un- 
derstand that they are in duty bound to bribe the Cubans to save them- 
selves from chaos. 


Cuba, we are often indignantly reminded by Cubans, is a free and 


independent state with which we have no right to interfere, and we are 
invited to cancel even the small legal right of intervention declared in 
the Platt amendment. 


In almost every Latin-American country the bogy of American 


imperialism is useful at least in domestic politics and every action taken

by us for the protection of American rights and interests is exploited to

inflame opinion against us, not only by Latin-American politicians but

by those foreign interests that compete with us. So-called liberalism in

cur own country apparently sympathizes with this propaganda. 


Zeal for the stimulation of our foreign trade would better be tem- 


pered by considerations which these facts suggest. There is no duty on

of view of expediency, both the political and economic considerations 


* which throw doubt on its wisdom ought not to be ignored. Perhaps ten

, sound policy. Conditions in Cuba suggest the probability that our loans 


will have no better luck than larger sums advanced to greater and pre- 
sumably more responsible nations. And what was a loan will become an 
offense; not an obligation to be paid, but a sinister device of imperial ex-

FOREST FIRE HAZARD IN STATE 


Of Pennsylvania's 13 million acres of woodland at least five mil- 


lion acres have been kept in an idle condition by five reminds the State 
Department of Forests and Waters. In Perm's Woods more timber has 
been kept from reaching merchantable size as a result of fire than was 
aver harvested by lumbermen. Only a few million acres now have mer- 
chantable timber upon them. The balance has only young growth, and 
vast areas are covered with nothing but brushy thickets of little value 
except as soil cover. 


The forests of Pennsylvania are valuable. In our great national 


emergency, especially during the past winter, they furnished labor for 
some 20,000 emergency conservation workers located in the civilian con- 
servation corps camps throughout the state, and some 7,000 men employed 
under the Civilian Works Administration. The more the forests con- 
tribute to our welfare, the more we should do to protect and perpetuate 
them. 


Fire not only kills and injures the growing timber, but it destroys 


the seeds, the small seedlings, and the sprouts that must be (..opended 
upon to produce the forests of the future. Fire causes the loss of game 
and fish. Insectivorous birds, their young and their eggs, are destroyed 
by fire. Fire destroys the scenic beauty of our wooded mountains. Green 
forests, with their streams steadily clear and flowing, are made deso- 
late when fire sweeps through them. 


Practically every fire that burns in the woodlands of our state is 


the result of man's carelessness and is therefore preventable.

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AUTO OUTPUT RISES 


A 


UTOMOBILE production has come to represent one of the 


most reliable means of measuring business. 
An increase 


or a decline is taken as reflecting conditions generally prevail- 
ing throughout the country. 


Especially important, from this standpoint, therefore, are 


the figures for March announced by the National Automobile 
chamber of commerce. 
Production, last month reached the 


highest point touched in any month since September, 1929. 
More men also were employed in the automobile industry dur- 
ing March than for any month during the same period. 
. 


The total output of cars and trucks was 262,156 units. 


This was more than three times greater than that for the cor- 
responding month of 1933, or 208 per cent. It represented a 
49 per cent increase over the February production. 


With these figures as a basis, the chamber estimated the 


first quarter production at 539,128 units, or an increase of 84 
percent as compared with that of last year. 
It also said that 


"nearly every automobile company is reporting heavy lists of 
unfilled orders." 


The showing of the automobile industry for March was 


made despite serious labor troubles, and is more significant by 
reason of this fact. 


The United States seems to be not only getting on its 


feet again, but on its wheels. 


LENDING AGAIN 


In the negotiations for a new trade agreement with Cuba there is 


said to be under consideration a loan by the United States government 
to the Cuban government of ten million dollars, besides a credit in our 
new Export-Import bank of twenty-five to thirty million dollars to 
Cuban merchants for financing the purchase of out commodities. 


"With all due regard to the administration's commendable inten- 


tion to revive our foreign trade,, Americans impressed by. the present 
state of our previous foreign loans and credits will hear of these pro- 
posals with some disquiet, suggests the Chicago Tribune. 
The paper 


continues: Recent events in Cuba have not disclosed Cuban conditions 
as very reliable as a basis of credit even though they are at the moment 
not in violent explosion. It may be possible that the ten million dol- 
lar government loan is fulfillment of an inducement to Cuba to bring 
her internal affairs to some sort of stability, but Americans will not un- 
derstand that they are in duty bound to bribe the Cubans to save them- 
selves from chaos. 


Cuba, we are often indignantly reminded by Cubans, is a free and 


independent state with which we have no right to interfere, and we are 
invited to cancel even the small legal right of intervention declared in 
the Platt amendment. 


In almost every Latin-American country the bogy of American 


imperialism Is useful at least in domestic politics and every action taken 
by us for the protection of American rights and interests is exploited to 
inflame opinion against us, not only by Latin-American politicians but 
by those foreign interests that compete with us. So-called liberalism In 
cur own country apparently sympathizes with tills propaganda. 


Zeal for the stimulation of our foreign trade would better be tem- 


pered by considerations which these facts suggest. There is no duty on 
our part to buy from the Cubans their own peace and stability, and If 
the bargain is to be be examined, as would be sensible from the point 
of view of expediency, both the political and economic considerations 
which throw doubt on its wisdom ought not to be ignored. Perhaps ten 
million dollars or thirty are small sums to venture in the present day of 
astronomical figures of government largess but there is also an issue of 
sound policy. Conditions in Cuba suggest the probability that our loans 
will have no better luck than larger sums advanced to greater and pre- 
sumably more responsible nations. And what was a loan will become an 
offense; not an obligation to be paid, but a sinister device of imperial ex- 
ploitation to be conveniently repudiated in the sacred name of independ- 
ence. 


FOREST FIRE HAZARD IN STATE 


Of Pennsylvania's 13 million acres of woodland at least five mil- 


lion acres have been kept in an idle condition by fire reminds the State 
Department of Forests and Waters. In Perm's Woods more timber has 
been kept from reaching merchantable size as a result of fire than was 
ever harvested by lumbermen. Only a few million acres now have mer- 
chantable timber upon them. The balance has only young growth, and 
vast areas are covered with nothing but brushy thickets of little value 
except as soil cover. 


The forests of Pennsylvania are valuable. In our great national 


emergency, especially during the past winter, they furnished labor for 
some 20,000 emergency conservation workers located in the civilian con- 
servation corps camps throughout the state, and some 7,000 men employed 
under the Civilian Works Administration. The more the forests con- 
tribute to our welfare, the more we should do to protect and perpetuate 
them. 


Fire not only kills and injures the growing timber, but it destroys 


the seeds, the small seedlings, and the sprouts that must be expended 
upon to produce the forests of the future. Fire causes the loss of game 
and fish. Insectivorous birds, their young and their eggs, are destroyed 
by fire. Fire destroys the scenic beauty of our wooded mountains. Green 
forests, with their streams steadily clear and flowing, are made deso- 
late when fire sweeps through them. 


Practically every fire that burns in the woodlands of our state is 


the result of man's carelessness and is therefore preventable. 


Firshermen, hikers, motorists, campers, and sportsmen generally 


are urged to be careful with fire when they are in the woods. When a 
fire is detected, a good citizen will make an effort to put it out. If he 
cannot extinguish it, he should report it promptly to the nearest forest 
fire warden, of .whom there are 4,000 in Pennsylvania, ready and equip- 
ped to respond to forest fire calls. 


Remember that forest fire is every man's enemy and nobody's 


friend.

AUTO OUTPUT RISES 
A 
UTOMOBILE production has come to represent one of the 
most reliable means of measuring business. 
An increase 
or a decline is taken as reflecting conditions generally prevail­ 


ing throughout the country. 
Especially important, from this standpoint, therefoie, are 
the figures for March announced by the National Automobile 
chamber of commerce. 
Production last month reached the 
highest point touched in any month since September, 1929. 
More men also were employed in the automobile industry dur­ 
ing March than for any month during the same period. 
The total output of cars and trucks was 262,156 units. 
This was more than three times greater than that for the cor­ 
responding month of 1933, or 208 per cent. 
It represented a 
49 per cent increase over the February production. 
With these figures as a basis, the chamber estimated the 
first quarter production at 539,128 units, or an increase of 84 
percent as compared with that of last year. 
It also said that 
“ nearly every automobile company is reporting heavy lists of 


unfilled orders.” 
The showing of the automobile industry for March was 
made despite serious labor troubles, and is more significant by 


reason of this fact. 
The United States seems to be not only getting on its 


feet again, but on its wheels.

FOREST FIRE HAZARD IN STATE 


Of Pennsylvania’s 13 million acres of woodland at least five m il­ 
lion acres have been kept in an idle condition by fire rem inds the State 
D epartm ent of Forests and W aters. 
In Penn’s Woods more tim ber has 
been kept from reaching m erchantable size as a result of fire th an was 
ever harvested by lumbermen. 
Only a few million acres now have m er­ 
chantable tim ber upon them . The balance has only young growth, and 
vast areas are covered with nothing but brushy thickets of little value 
except as soil cover. 
The forests of Pennsylvania are valuable. 
In our great national 
emergency, especially during the past winter, they furnished labor for 
some 20,000 emergency conservation workers located in the civilian con­ 
servation corps camps throughout the state, and some 7,000 m en employed 
under the Civilian Works Adm inistration. 
The more the forests con­ 
tribute to our welfare, the more we should do to protect and perpetuate 
them . 
___ 
Fire not only kills and injures the growing timber, but it destroys 
w e ^ h o L ^ lik e to 
th e seeds, the small seedlings, and the sprouts th a t m ust be impended 
upon to produce the forests of the future. 
Fire causes the loss of game 
and fish. 
Insectivorous birds, their young and their eggs, are destroyed 
by fire. Fire destroys the scenic beauty of our wooded m ountains. Green 
forests, with their stream s steadily clear and flowing, are m ade deso­ 
late when fire sweeps through them . 
Practically every fire th at burns in the woodlands of our state is 
the result of m an’s carelessness and is therefore preventable.

By a singular 
coincidence, April 19 is the anniver­ 
sary of the first battle of the Revo­ 
lution. the first bloodshed of the 
Civil W ar, the first conflict between 
U. S. and G erm an forces in the 
World W ar! 
And the other m ajor 
conflict of the U. S.—the war with 
Spain, was launched April 20! 
History's Great Days: Wednesday, 
April 19. 1775—Maj. John Pitcairn 
35, leading an advance detail of 800 
British troops sent secretly from 
Boston in the night to seize military’ 
stores collected by colonists at Con­ 
cord, had a surprise awaiting him 
at Lexington, a village six miles 
from Concord. 
By the daw n’s early light he saw* 
70 unwavering men commanded by 
Capt. Jonas Parker, draw n up in 
the town square to bar his way. He 
spurred 
his 
horse 
forward 
and 
shouted in a voice thick with Scotch 
burr: 
“Disperse! 
disperse, you rebels! 
Down with your 
arms, and dis­ 
perse!” 
Parker 
and his company 
held 
their ground: Pitcairn gave the or­ 
der which had consequences so great 
th at no one in either England or 
America 
suspected

Moscow's reluctance to meet the 


American debt and damage claims 
after Maxim Litvinolf, Soviet fore- 
ign commissar, had given assurances 
It would be prepared to do so, is re- 
sponsible for the development of a 
situation which threatens the future 
relations of the two countries. 
The feeling prevails in high of- 


ficial circles that the Soviets have 
failed to live up to promises made 
during Litvinoff's visit here last No- 
vember when recognition was gran- 
ted them. 
Furthermore, the manner in which 


the Soviets have acted. has led to 
[suspicions that Moscow may not 
have given serious heed to the prom- 
ises it was making in its haste to 
obtain American recognition at a 
time when a conflict with Japan 
Appeared imminent. 


Litvinoff, it was said 
on high 


nuthority, gave a definite impression 
that the Soviets would be prepared 
to meet the American debt 
and 


damage claims and also gave assur- 
ances that they were prepared to 
negotiate -a 
quick settlement 
of 


them. 


Debt Issue Crisis 


Furthermore, it was made perfect- 


ly clear to Litvinoff during his visit 
that this government would grant 
no credits to finance the develop- 
ment of trade with Russia until the 
debt issue was settled satisfactory. 
Litvinoff gave the impression he un- 
derstood this position of the Am- 
erican government. 


In order to make it perfectly clear 


this government had no intention of 
granting any credits until the debt 
and damage claim issue was settled. 
The trustees of the new export-im- 
port bank for Russia passed a reso- 
lution to this effect. 


The Soviets then professed sur- 


prise that the debt issue was being 
linked with the question of trade 
development. 


As a result of this train of events, 


the view is'being put forward 
in 


authoritative quarters that Russia's 
rapid industrial development pro- 
bably would have prevented 
any 


great expansion of trade with this 
country in any event and that if the 
Soviets' actions necessitate a less 
friendly attitude on the part of this 
government, the 
country doesn't 
stand to lose much.

co ntry. Moscow Reluctant 
Moscow’s reluctance to meet the 
American debt and damage claims 
aftfcr Maxim Litvinoff, Soviet fore­ 
ign commissar, had given assurances 
it would be prepared to do so, is re­ 
sponsible for the development of a 
situation which threatens the future 
relations of the two countries. 
The feeling prevails in high of­ 
ficial circles th at the Soviets have 
failed to live up to promises made 
during Litvinoff’s visit here last No­ 
vember when recognition was gran­ 
ted them. 
Furthermore, the manner in which 
the Soviets have acted has led to 
suspicions that Moscow may not 
have given serious heed to the prom­ 
ises it was making in its haste to 
obtain American recognition at a 
time when a conflict with Japan 
appeared imminent. 
Litvinoff, it was said 
on 
high 
authority, gave a definite impression 
that the Soviets would be prepared 
to meet the American debt 
and 


damage claims and also gave assur­ 
ances that they were prepared to 
negotiate a 
quick 
settlement 
of 
them. 
Debt Issue Crisis 
Furthermore, it was made perfect­ 
ly clear to Litvinoff during his visit 
th at this government would grant 
no credits to finance the develop­ 
ment of trade with Russia until the 
debt issue was settled satisfactory. 
Litvinoff gave the impression he un­ 
derstood this position of the Am­ 
erican government. 
In order to make it perfectly clear 
j this government had no intention of 
| granting any credits until the debt 
and damage claim issue was settled. 
The trustees of the new export-im- 
port bank for Russia passed a reso­ 
lution to this effect. 
The Soviets then professed sur­ 
prise that the debt issue was being 
linked with the question of trade 
development. 
As a result of this train of events, 
the view is being put forward 
in 
authoritative quarters that Russia’s 
rapid industrial development 
pro­ 
bably would have prevented 
any 
great expansion of trade with this 
country in any event and that if the 
Soviets’ actions necessitate a less 
friendly attitude on the part of this 
government, 
the 
country doesn’t 
stand to lose much.

Superintendent V. T. Warfel of 


the Jordan state game farm issued 
a statement today in answer to criti- 
cism that has been voiced concern- 
ing the new incubation system in- 
stalled at the farm last spring by 
the game commission of Pennsyl- 
vania. His statement follows: 


"Rumors of unknown origin,.-which 


have circulated at various times, to 
the effect that the new system of 
mechanical incubation and brooding 
is not as successful as the old meth- 
od of hatching and brooding with 
chicken hens, or that the farm is not 
being operated as successfully and 
as satisfactorily to the game 'com- 
mission under the present manage- 
ment as it ever was under previous 
management, are entirely without 
grounds and are, no doubt, devised 
and circulated by persons hoping to 
make some personal gain through 
such action. 


"The farm is open for the inspec- 


tion of the public at all times, as it 
has been ever since I took charge, 
and the public is invited to visit the 
farm and inspect the methods of 
operation 
and 
results 
obtained. 


While, of course, the employes of the 
farm cannot delay their necessary 
work which must be done on sched- 
ule for best results, they will give as 
much time and consideration as 
consistent with their work to the 
answering of questions and general 
instruction of visitors. 


"Visitors cannot be allowed to en- 


ter buildings arid laying fields, how- 
ever there is a lane along the fence 
of these fields which is open to the 
public at all times for walking or 
driving in an orderly manner. 


"The birds in these fields are in 


their finest plumage from this time 
until the latter part of May and it is 
well worth a trip to the farm'to see 
these birds as they strut about the 
fields. During the summer and fall
